Part III: New Information and Catalog Additions 

The November and December 1975 issuesof The Num/smaf/st carried a two 
part catalog and discussion of the tokens and medals satirizing Napoleon III 
after his surrender in the Franco-Prussian War of 1870.1 Several questions 
were raised in the discussion in Part II, for which the help of readers was 
requested. In the best tradition of The Numismatist and the ANA, this help 
was quickly forthcoming, and the present Part III is a report of new 
developments based on this reader response.

The Noblest Roman of Them All 

The satirical medal depicted in Figure 
1 portrays a cow, easily identifiable by its 
beard, moustache,and laurel wreath asa 
caricature of Empteror Napoleon III of 
France. Around it is the inscription: “Du 
plus grand des Empereurs, voila tout ce 
qu’il reste!” (Of the greatest of 
Emperors, behold all that remains!) This 
sounds like a paraphrase of a familiar 
quotation, and readers were asked for 
help in identifying the original. The 
authors suspected that the source might 
be Victor Hugo, since he coined the 
title, "Napoleon le Petit,” and wrote 
numerous bitterly anti-Napoleon 
poems during his self-imposed exile in 
Jersey while Napoleon III reigned. 

The Hugo supposition was completely 
wrong. William C. Holbrook, of 
Hampden-Sydney College in Virginia, 
wrote to say that the original quotation 
came from a play by Voltaire, “La Mort 
de Cesar” (The Death of Caesar). 
Voltaire (Figure 2) developed an admira- 


tion for Shakespeare’s plays while in 
England from 1726 to 1729. At that time 
Shakespeare was almost unknown in 
France. None of his plays had been 
published in translation, and he was 
considered little more than a literary 
barbarian. The mixture of high tragedy 
and low comedy that we are accustomed 
to in Shakespeare seemed vulgar to 
French audiences reared on the classical 
tragedies of Corneille and Racine. 
Voltaire wrote “La Mort de Cesar” in 
1735 to try to bring Shakespeare’s drama 
to a French audience in a form more in 
keeping with their literary tastes. The 
bad puns and arguments with the street 
rabble of Rome are gone, and Voltaire’s 
Romans speak with lofty sentiments and 
the six-beat Alexandrine verse that 
French stage conventions of the time 
demanded. 

Shakespeare’s “Julius Caesar” takes 
place in the streets pf Rome, Caesar’s 
house, the Capitol, the Forum,

It was burned during the Paris Commune following the overthrow of Napoleon III in 1871, and 
now is marked only by the Tuileries Gardens next to the Louvre. 
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Anthony's house, a Roman camp near 
Sardis, and five different parts of the 
plains of Philippi, and extends over a 
two-year time period. Things are quite 
different in “La Mort de Cesar." In 
accordance with accepted standards for 
French tragedy, attributed (erroneously) 
to Aristotle and Greek drama, the action 
occupies only one day, the day of the 
assassination, and only one location, the 
Capitol. Its dramatic climax is Mark 
Anthony's funeral oration. The actual 
stabbing of Caesar takes place offstage, 
since violence was never depicted in 
front of the audience. As Anthony’s 
oration rises to its conclusion, the cur- 
tains at the back of the stage part, and 
Caesar's body is borne in, covered by a 
bloody sheet (Figure 3). Anthony ex- 
claims to the Roman Crowd: 

Anthony: On I’apporte a vos yeux. 

Romans: O spectacle funeste! 

Anthony: Du plus grand des Romains voila ce 
qui vous reste; 

Voila ce dieu vengeur, idolatre par 
vous. 

Que ses assassins memeadoraienta 
genoux; 

Qui, toujours votre appui dans la 
paix, dans la guerre, 

Une heure auparavant faisait 
trembler la terre; ^ 

Qui devait enchalner Babylone a 
son char; 

Amis, en cet etat connaissez-vous 
Cesar? 

(They bring him in before your 
eyes., i-,, 

Q Terrible sight! 

Of the greatest of Romans behold 
all'ih'at remains; 

Behold the avenging god, idolized 
: ■ by you, 

Vyhom .the assassins themselves 
adored upon their knees; 

Who, ever your support in peace 
and in war, 

Not one hour ago made the very 
Earth tremble; 

Setting forth to enchain Babylon to 
his chariot; 

Friends, in such a state as this do 
you recognize Caesar?) 

This is strong verse, and presumably 
would have been as familiar to a 
Frenchman of 1870 as Mark Anthony’s 


“Friends, Romans, Countrymen; lend 
me your ears" was to an English 
audience. To compare the two Emperors 
— the murdered Caesar and the 
runaway Louis Napoleon — would be to 
point out how hollow the Imperial 
pretentions of Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte really were. 

The association of Julius Caesar and 
Emperor Napoleon III, however, was 
something that was cultivated by 
Napoleon himself. During his 
wanderings prior to coming to power in 
1848 he fancied himself a philosopher- 
statesman and the keeper of the flame 
kindled by his uncle, the great 
Napoleon. His first literary endeavor in 
1836 was a Manual of Artillery. (His 
military training, like that of his uncle, 
was in artillery.) He went on to publish 
monographs on political science and 
the philosophy of Bonapartism: 
“Reveries politiques,” "Des idees 
Napoleoniennes," “Fragments histori- 
ques,” and “Extinction du pauperism." 
The political doctrine of Bonapartism 
begun by the uncle on St. Helena and 
continued by the nephew, in which a 
strong national leader with virtually ab- 
solute powers keeps order in the state 
and looks to the material well-being of 
its citizens, was termed “enlightened 
Caesarism” even by its advocates. 

Louis Napoleon’s literary aspirations 
turned higher after he became Emperor. 
With the aid of an illustrious group of 
research assistants and ghost writers that 
included Prosper Merimee and the 
historian Drury, he embarked on a 
massive biography of Julius Caesar. In 
the mocking words of a biographer, 
Philip Guedalla: 

Early in 1865 his subjects were rejoiced by 
the appearance of the first volume of his 
“Vie de Cesar." Its loyal readers were 
presented with a doctrine of Caesarism 
which took a slightly Messianic tinge and 
hinted at the resemblance (which had 
escaped earlier writers) between the 
murder in the Senate House and the darker 
crimes of St. Helena and Calvary. Taking a 
longish run before delivering his actual 
theme, he began his story with the founda- 
tion of Rome, and noting the significant 
succession of a monarchy, a republic and

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an Empire, travelled sedately towards 
Caesar through regions hallowed by the 
measured tread of Niebuhr and Dr. Arnold. 
The margins displayed a creditable profu- 
sion of erudite notes, and the text con- 
tained a reputable range of historical 
analogy, although the learned author was 
precluded by the exigencies of his foreign 
policy from developing the comparison (so 
dear to Continental scholars) of Carthage 
to Great Britain. Caesar, when he 
appeared, had a faintly Napoleonic 
manner. ... The author’s views were visible 
beneath the scholarship of his 
collaborators. The portrait of the artist was 
excellent, but it was less easy to reconcile it 
with the hard features of Julius Caesar. The 
Parisians of 1865 were less critical, there was 
something mildly entertaining in their 
master’s erudite diversions, and one could 
make little jokes about Madame Cesar.^ 

One cannot help feeling sympathetic 
with Louis Napoleon the man, from the 
description given by another 
biographer, Felix Schlagintweit: 

The first volume appeared in 1865. The 
entire Court took up the Imperial 
archaeological treatise with a burning in- 
terest. Chamberlains and ladies in waiting 
began disputing points of Roman history, 
discoursing on Catiline as on Garibaldi or 
Cavour. The Empress was against Catiline; 
Napoleon was for him. A model of a Roman 
galley was erected, and in the park at St. 
Cloud (the military academy) the Emperor 
and Marshall Vaillant experimented with 
catapult and ballista like old Roman ar- 
tillerymen. Baron Stoffel, an artillery of- 
ficer, would have France embark on a 
systematic search for all the old field en- 
campments of Caesar in Gaul. The location 
of the ancient Gallic fortress of Alesia 
occupied Napoleon more than the current 
Roman question. Strangely enough, when 
people abroad heard that Napoleon was 
transforming himself intoan historian, they 
became even more wary of him, and 
flustered in Cabinet meetings: "Surely 
there is something political or military 
behind all this!” No one would believe 
that Napoleon could also be a peaceable 
and reflective man, who was frequently 
appalled by the empty atmosphere at 
Court.3 

By the time of his downfall, Napoleon 
III was thoroughly identified in the 
public mind with Julius Caesar, not 
necessarily in a complimentary way. It 
would have been natural to turn this 


image against him in his epitaph, by 
paraphrasing Mark Anthony’s oration 
on the death of the first Caesar. The 
sinister “Vampire de la France” on the 
reverse of the satirical medal of Figure 1 
is an allusion to the Imperial eagles of 
Rome as well as to those of Napoleon 
Bonaparte. All this, pi us the visual pun of 
the bearded cow (vache) and coward 
(lache), makes the Type A62 and A63 
medals the most original and innovative 
of all. They were quite meaningful 100 
years ago; our problem is that we have 
forgotten the circumstances that sur- 
rounded them. (One hundred years 
from now, will people still recognize the 
phrases “Let me make one thing 
perfectly clear” and “I am not a 
crook”?) 

Unexpected Die Combinations 

Even more is to be learned about the 
varieties of the bearded cow medal. In 
the original catalog'* the bearded cow 
obverse (Obv. 6) was paired with two 
reverse variants: one with the wingtipof 
the vampire pointing to the “T” of SEPT 
(Rev. 2), and the other with the wingtip 
pointing to the “E” (Rev. 3). These are 
illustrated in Figure 4. Type A62 (with 
Obv. 6 and Rev. 2) was struck with the 
dies inverted, as they are in most 
coinage, whereas A63 (Obv. 6 and Rev. 
3) was medal-struck, with the reverse 
design upright for viewing if the coin is 
rotated about a vertical axis. All known 
examples of A63 show signs of having 
been struck over another Type A medal 
with Napoleon in a German helmet as in 
Figure 5. The second striking has caused 
the metal at the edges to flow between 
dies and collar, producing a wire rim; 
and traces of Napoleon’s ear and his 
helmet chinstrap are visible on the 
highest parts of the cheek of the cow. 

Jacques Jabiol of Beaumont, France, 
has provided a new, intermediate ver- 
sion of medal A62. Flis example uses 
Reverse 2, but in the medal-struck 
orientation, and with both of the in- 
dications of over-striking: wire rim and 
chinstrap marks on the cheek of the 
cow! Like most known examples of A63, 
it is in mint state with no sign of having 
been placed in circulation. The original

theory was that medals A63 were later 
restrikes, at a time when the die for Rev. 
2 was unavailable or unusable, so a new 
but not identical Reverse 3 die was cut as 
a replacement. The later manufacturer 
was forced to use surplus medals with 
helmet designs as planchets, and was 
sufficiently unfamiliar with the original 
issue (or careless enough) to invert the 
orientation of the dies. Now the situa- 
tion is clouded. By the evidence of M. 
Jabiol’s medal, the die for Reverse 2 was 
still usable when this later striking 


began. The mystery remains: did 
someone other than the original maker 
strike the A63 medals, and were they 
made appreciably later than A62? For 
want of a better designation, the in- 
termediate type has been christened 
A62.5. 

Reverse No. 3 has also turned up 
unexpectedly with a Type A5 obverse 
depicting Napoleon III in a German 
helmet (Figures 4b and 5b). This obverse 
has Victor Hugo's title, Napoleon III le 
Petit" and the parody of the surrender 
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message ending “...je me livre a mon 
Frere de Prusse”! This new discovery 
cannot be a late restrike, since it shows 
clear signs of circulation and wear. 
Following the catalog nomenclature of 
Part I, it can be designated as A53. The 
finding of A53 is a surprising develop- 
ment, since nowhere in any of the 106 
years of literature cited in Part II of this 
series is there the slightest suggestion 
that such a die pairing existed. It is 
possible that Reverse 3 may turn up with 
one of the other obverses of Type A 
medals, and we would be grateful for 
information on this point from readers. 

Two medals formerly known only in 
copper, B22 and D12, now have been 
found in brass: B22 by Rich Hartzog of 
Rockford, Illinois, and D12 by Ben 
Odesser of Chicago. A cast lead version 
of A42 has also been reported by W. E. 
Wright. 

Kuh, Klage, und Kaiser 

The bearded cow medal of Napoleon 
III has a curious parallel in a medal by 
Karl Goetz satirizing the contrast 
between the first and the last Kaiser of 
the Reich. In the final days of World War 
I, Kaiser Wilhelm II showed the same 
hesitation and irresolution that had 
plagued Napoleon III at critical 
moments. By late October of 1918, the 
war was clearly lost, and Wilhelm ap- 
pointed Prince Max of Baden as 
Chancellor to quiet the unrest that was 
growing in Germany. A majority in the 
Reichstag urged Wilhelm to abdicate, 
but when he did not act. Prince Max 
took matters into his own hands. He 
announced publicly on 9 November that 
the Kaiser would renounce the throne, 
leaving his master with the choice of 
fighting his own minister or of ac- 
quiescing. The next day, Wilhelm, by the 
Grace of God, Emperor of Germany and 
King of Prussia, quietly slipped across 
the Dutch border into exile. By a curious 
turn of history, he was still in retirement 
at Doom, near Utrecht, when his coun- 
trymen invaded the Netherlands again 
in 1940. He died on 4 June 1941, and was 
given a military funeral by Hitler. 

The obverse of Goetz's medal in 
Figure 6 shows the proclamation of the

first Kaiser in the Hall of Mirrors at 
Versailles in 1871. The reverse com- 
memorates the abdication of the last 
Kaiser in 1918, using a cow's head design 
that is a virtual copy of the Napoleonic 
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medal. Wilhelm II, depicted as a 
laureated cow with his familiar upswept 
moustache, is given a possibly ironic kiss 
of farewell by a businessman or 
diplomat in top hat and cutaway coat. 
Another man is collapsed at the 
pedestal, and Germania in her 
traditional chain mail shirt and sword 
weeps into her hands at the right. The 
legend on the two sides is a rather 
elegant couplet: “O alte 
Kaiserherriichkeit / Wohin bist du 
entschwunden?” (Oh ancient Imperial 
glory / Whither hast thou vanished?) 
This is a paraphrase of a once-familiar 
song of the German Burscbe or student 
fraternities (both dueling and non- 
dueling), lamenting the lost comradeship 
of younger days: "O alte 
Burschenherriichkeit, Wohin bist du 
entschwunden?” 

The source of the cow design on 
Goetz’s medal is an interesting specula- 
tion. The visual pun on vache/lache 
(cow/coward) does not carry over into 
German, for Kuh and Feighling have no 
resemblance. Was Goetz inspired by the 
"sacred cow” image from the story of 
Moses, or did he deliberately copy the 
Napoleonic medal? The designs of the 
two pieces are so similar that the copy- 
ing theory is quite compelling.

Napoleon the Coward 
and Wilhelm the Cruel 

The medals of Type F have a curious 
combination of the heads of vanquished 
and victor: Napoleon III (styled "the 
coward”) and Wilhelm I ("the cruel”). 
As usual, Napoleon wears the spiked 
helmet of the enemy, and Wilhelm is 
bareheaded with a laurel victory wreath, 
although he also has a spike coming out 
of the top of his head for the sake of 
symmetry (Figure 7a). On the reverse, 
the two rulers are characterized as "The 
Vampires of Death, 1870-1871” (Figure 
8a).

The smaller F11 medals were reported 
by a contemporary source* as being 
struck over a "Belgian sou.” This was 
assumed by the writers of this article as 
meaning a token from the Low Coun- 
tries from an era in which the sou was a 
coinage unit, and it was considered 
unlikely that the original coin would 
ever be identified. Fortunately, M. Jabiol 
came up with a bright, uncirculated 
example of F11 on which traces of the 
original coin design could be detected. 
What at first looked like a leaf to the 
right of Napoleon’s helmet in Figure 7a 
turned out to be the flattened tail of the 
lion on a Belgian 5 centime, struck 
between 1833 and 1869 (Figure 7b). This 
was indeed a "Belgian sou,” but in the 
colloquial sense of being the twentieth 
part of a Franc. Traces of the 
calligraphic "L” for Leopold on the 
reverse of the coi n can be seen faintly on 
the back of the F11 medal. 

These Type F11 medals were not the 
only ones to be struck over the Belgian 5 
centimes in 1871. From William P. 
Houston of Frankfurt has come a medal 
(Figures 7c and 8c) commemorating the 
use of balloons to carry mail and impor- 
tant passengers out of Paris across the 
German lines during the siege of Paris in 
1870-1. This balloon medal has been 
oriented the same way as the 5 centime 
in Figures 7 and 8, and the lion design on 
the obverse is clearly visible. 

The larger Type F22 medals are similar 
in design to F11, but different in details. 
They were known previously in two 
forms: struck over an unidentified 
planchet with a smooth edge, and over a 
copper 1 decime of the first Republic 
with a diamond edge design (Figure 9). 
Now, thanks again to M. Jabiol, a third 
version has come to light (Figure 10). 
This medal used the same dies, but is 
struck over a brass 1 decime of 1814 from 
the siege of Strasbourg. The denomina- 
tion, date, and BB mintmark can be seen 
faintly underneath the conjoined heads, 
and lines from the Napoleonic "N” 
extend across the breast of the vampire 
on the reverse. It is possible that this 
piece also exists with other coins as 
planchets, and a contemporary source®

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mentions the use of a 2 sou token of 
Monneron Freres of Paris, with the edge 
inscription still legible. More informa- 
tion is needed from readers. 

The conjoining of heads as in theType 
F medals is very old. An anti-Papal medal 
with a pedigree stretching back to 
Naumberg, Germany and Reformation 
Bishop Nikolaus von Amsdorf (1542- 
1546) is shown in Figure 11. The obverse 
portrays the combined heads of the 
Pope and the devil, and has a Latin 
inscription, "A perverse Church bears 
the likeness of the devil.” On the 
reverse, a bishop changes into a jester 
when the medal is rotated, and the 
inscription reads, “The wise man is 
sometimes a fool." This medal design 
struck a responsive chord in European 


religious troubles, and was copied with 
different inscriptions and languages, in- 
cluding Dutch. The authors are com- 
piling information for a catalog of 
medals of this general type, and would 
appreciate help from readers, both on 
varieties of the medal and on the life of 
Nikolaus von Amsdorf. 

One of the most recent uses of the 
conjoined-head motif is the World War I 
medal seen in Figure 12. This piece 
shows Germany’s four enemies: 
England and Belgium on one side, and 
France and Russia on the other. The 
inscriptions read, “England’s treachery; 
Belgium’s fate," and “France, out of 
loyalty, shares the same beating with 
Russia.” This medal is in bronze, but a 
silver version supposedly exists as well.

The silver medal in Figure 13 looks like 
(and was intended to look like) a French 
victory medal gone wrong. The obverse 
has a laureated bust of Napoleon 111, 
corpulent but not obviously derogatory. 
The inscription is in Latin, which was 
never used by Napoleon III and only 
rarely used by his more illustrious uncle. 
The reverse has a standard victory 
wreath of laurel and oak, and the words 
“Finis Germaniae 1870" or "The End of 
Germany, 1870.” By the evidence 
presented in Part II of this series, the 
impression of a French origin that the 
medal is designed to give, is a false one. 
It most likely was produced in Brussels 
after the defeat, as a form of deliberate 
irony. It proved popular enough to have 
been reproduced at the time on a 
commercial scale by the firm of Wilhelm 
Mayer in Stuttgart. 

Uncertainty existed in Part I of this 
series a bout t he disti nction between two 
varieties of the "Finis Germaniae" 
medal, Mazard catalogs No. 1749*, with 
plain edge, and No. 1749a, with smaller 
reverse lettering and reeded edge.^ 
These were listed in our catalog as K1 
and K2, but the uncertainty arose 
because none of the five pieces that we 
examined was Type K1. A contemporary 


source remarked that the Brussels 
originals had a tiny distinguishing mark 
on the bottom edge of Napoleon's bust.® 
Since the K2 medals lacked such a mark, 
we tentatively suggested that K1 might 
be the Brussels original and K2 the 
Stuttgart version. 

An example of K1 was finally tracked 
down in Lot 310 of the Jess Peters sale of 
March 1973 (Sale 63), to the dealer who 
purchased it, but the trail then was lost 
because the dealer in turn had sold it 
to a now-forgotten party. Comparison 
photos of K1 and K2 are shown in Figure 
13, the photo of K1 coming from the 
Peters auction catalog. The chief 
difference between the two varieties lies 
in the 1870 date on the reverse. The 
digits in K1 are tall, and the insides of the 
loops in "8” and “0" are parallel lines. In 
contrast, the digits are smaller in K2, and 
the insides of the loops are rounded. 
Both examples have reeded edges, and 
since the dies used seem to us to be a 
more fundamental distinction than the 
edge design, we have classified the 
large-letter version (Mazard 1749*) as K1

The matter of distinguishing marks on 
the neckline of the Brussels original still 
is not settled. Could we ask that anyone

I medals are 
provided with hanging loops, and other 
examples of these and Type C have been 
pierced later for wearing on a watch 
chain or necklace. This public display of 
anti-Napoleon medals is evidence of 
how deeply the ex-Emperor was hated 
by large elements of the country in the 
aftermath of Sedan, an intensity of feel- 
ing that perhaps has been matched in 
this country only by the Watergate reac- 
tion. It is wise, perhaps, that we do not 
portray our presidents on our coinage. 

Conclusion 

We would like to thank our many 
colleagues who provided us with the 


information in this article. This article 
itself is intended as a progress report 
rather than a final summary. There must 
be still more varieties of satirical German 
helmet medals of Napoleon III lying 
unnoticed in drawers and collections 
because no one has examined them 
carefully. We would be indebted to 
readers for any new information that 
you can provide, and will report again 
on new developments as they arise.

Coppers

“Samuel Higley was the fourth son and eighth child of Captain John and 
Hannah Drake Higley. He was born in Simsbury, Connecticut about 1687, no 
precise date can be determined. Samuel’s fathersired sixteen children. Nine 
of them were born to Hannah Drake (related to Sir Francis Drake) before 
she died, and the other seven children were borne by his second wife, Sarah 
Strong. 
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Samuel received his early formal 
education in schools considered to be 
the best in the colony at the time. By 
family tradition it is supposed that he 
attended Collegiate School after it was 
founded in 1701-02. Collegiate School 
later was renamed Yale College, which 
became the third university in the 
colonies; Harvard as well as William and 
Mary being established prior to Yale. 
Collegiate School became Yale in 1718 at 
the first commencement in the new 
college building in New Haven; the 
name was legalized in 1745. 

Samuel was seven when his mother 
died on August 4, 1694, and the care of 
Samuel must have fallen to his sister 
Hannah. At the age of seventeen he 
moved to Lebanon, Connecticut to live 
with his sister and her husband, Joseph 
Trumbull. Joseph Trumbull had an 
agreement with Captain John for the 
care of Samuel which stated, "by board- 
ing and cloatheing of Sam Higley in his 
nonage by his father’s desire by agree- 
ment, 5 pounds.’’^ 

It was in the period that he lived with 
his sister and her husband that he es- 
tablished himself as the "scribe of the 
family.” He was further described as a 
"person with a scientific and original 
mind.” His handwriting in this stay was 
mentioned as being, "neat, clean and 
bold,” a handwriting normally not 
associated with doctors or those in 
science. 3 

Samuel lived in Lebanon until his 
nonage was completed but the entire 
length of his stay cannot be determined. 
When his father died on August 25, 1714 
at sixty-six years of age, Samuel and his 
brother John, Jr. became the executors 
of the estate. 

Higley Land 

In the will his father made on May 6, 
1714, the lands at Windsor went to the 
children in thefamily but these were not 
described. None of the pieces of land 
received by Samuel through his father's 
estate produced the copper for which 
he became famous but those holdings 
were adjacent to his future copper 
mines. 

The elevated lands in Simsbury, Con- 


necticut — later called Copper Hill — 
were undivided in the early 1700s. They 
were held by the original proprietors of 
the town of Simsbury, as wild land, used 
only by the Indians as a hunting ground. 
Then the "patent”^ of Simsbury con- 
firmed by the General Court of Connec- 
ticut in 1685-86 was reconfirmed in 1703. 
At a town meeting in 1705 it was deter- 
mined that a search for the silver or 
copper mine, rumored to be in the area, 
should be started. 

Within two more years an Association 
was formed to make use of the minerals 
that were found. The landowners of 
Simsbury made up the Association and 
they made an agreement with the town 
leaders to establish the value of the 
copper produced. The agreement called 
for a 10 shilling fee for each ton of 
copper, and the funds were to be ear- 
marked for educational purposes. 

Two-thirds of the money was to go to 
the schoolmaster. The remaining third 
was to be divided in several directions — 
part to be donated to Collegiate School, 
part to be paid to the English Crown as 
revenue, and any remaining part to be 
considered profit. This profit was to be 
further divided among the partners of 
the Association. Two of the signers of 
the agreement were Jonathan and Cap- 
tain John Higley. 

As with many agreements that have to 
do with "sharing the wealth” this one 
also reached the stage of controversy. 
Much of the brou ha ha resu Ited from the 
description of the wording in the agree- 
ment regarding the "richness of the 
find.”’ In July 1707 many of the promi- 
nent persons in Simsbury protested 
because of the rights being given away 
without regard to the proper land- 
owners of Simsbury. Captain John 
Higley owned the largest quantity of 
land in the area, as well as having three 
sons who were considerable land- 
owners, so it is no surprise that they 
were signers of the protest. 

The issue went before the Connec- 
ticut General Assembly, which took a 
couple of years to spring into action, but 
they finally did appoint a commission to 
settle the problem. The commission was

appointed in 1709, and yet the settle- 
ment wasn’t made until 1721, after years 
of litigation. In the meantime Captain 
John Higley had died and his sons came 
into possession of most of his land. One 
of these properties was a copper tract 
made famous as the site of Newgate 
prison and its copper mine. One of 
Samuel’s brothers also died in the 
period and his land also went to Samuel, 
but once again, none of these acres 
became famous as the Higley mine. 
Higley, Physician 

When Captain John died in 1714 the 
managing of his estate came at a time 
when Samuel was preparing to enter the 
field of medicine. He had been engaged 
as a schoolmaster, teaching for three 
years prior to his taking up “physic and 
chyrurgary,” which indicated his in- 
terest in general medicine as well as 
surgery. (The term chyrurgary or 
chirurgery survives in the title of the 
Professor of Anatomy and Chirurgery at 
the University of Dublin.) To be a doctor 
during colonial days, was a profession 
which can hardly be compared to the 
current doctoring clan. Ignorance in the 
profession was commonplace and any 
professional training was acquired 
privately. The most common method 
used was that of being a “reader or 
student under a practicing physician 
then accompanying his tutor on rounds 
for one or two years.’’^ 

One source tells us that “Higley had 
received his physician’s diploma from 
Yale...’’^ According to the Higley 
descendants, however, Samuel Higley 
became a doctor by the methods in 
vogue and applied for his license before 
Collegiate School had been renamed to 
Yale. 


It has been recorded that Samuel was 
a student of merit, and that one of the 
friends of the Higley family. Rev. 
Timothy Woodbridge, who was a 
founder of Collegiate School, was in- 
terested in Samuel’s studies. Samuel’s 
application for a doctor's license was 
made after spending time with Doctors 
Hooker and Mather. Thomas Hooker 
was the grandson of Rev. Thomas 
Hooker the founder of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, and at the time Samuel studied 
with him he had been in practice thirty- 
three years. Samuel Mather had been in 
practice a shorter length of time but also 
came from a noted family. His father was 
another of the founders of Collegiate 
School. 

This association with men that had 
founded Collegiate School may have 
created the belief that Samuel went to 
that institution. As far as I know this has 
not been tested by a study of the 
enrollment records of Collegiate 
School. 

The General Assembly of Connecticut 
received this application from Samuel 
Higley on May 20, 1717; 

“Hartford, Connecticut, May 20, 1717 

"To honourable ye General Assembly, 
&c. 

"Samuel Higley of Simsbury Humbly 
Sheweth; that by Good Providence I have 
had more than Common education; and 
being employed Three Years in Keeping 
school Did improve all Opportunities in the 
Study of Physick and Chyrurgary, since 
which for Two Years past have studyed and 
practiced said Arts under the Care and 
Instruction of Dr. Thomas Hooker and 
Doctor Samuel Mather who have pleased 
to Recommend me, as one qualified for 
that service, and advised that I apply my Self 
to this Hond. Cort for a Lycence. 
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“I do humbly Pray Youl’d Please to give 
your Approbation and Allowance by Gran- 
ting a Lycence that I may Practis S’d Arts 
Orderly; which may be to the Comfort and 
Welfare of ye generation which I am Oblig- 
ed to Serve, as well as to my own profit and 
advantage, and your Petitioner ever Pray, 
&c.” 

On the bottom of the petition this bit 
of information was carried: “The above 
petition allowed in the Upper House. 
Test, Hez. Wyllys Secretary.” “In the 
lower house past. I Wadsworth Clerk.” 

The original was filed in 
Appointments by the General Assembly 
Courts 1669-1724 which is now in the 
hands of the Connecticut State Library. 
Drs. Thomas Hooker and Samuel 
Mather, Medical Practitioners, added 
their statements to the application with 
recommendations that Samuel Higley 
was qualified for a license. Another 
qualification statement was added to the 
application by Rev. Timothy Wood- 
bridge (the family friend) to the effect 
that Samuel Higley had practiced 
medicine in Woodbridge, N. J. in the 
winter of 1716 with “good success and 
acceptance.”® 

Eventually the license of Samuel 
Higley was added to the Colonial 
proceedings of Connecticut a note of 
1725 attests to the fact: “Samuel Higley 
of Simsbury having produced to this 
assembly authentick testimonials of the 
progress he hath made in the theory and 
practice of cyrurgary and physic: 
Whereupon this Assembly do grant 
licence to said Samuel Higley to practice 
both.” Absolute dating of the license 
was between 1717 and 1725. 

The study of the human body was not 
easy in the days of Samuel Higley — his 
application for a doctor’s license was 
made sixty-seven years before any Act 
was passed in the Colonies to allow 
dissection of bodies by surgeons. 
Massachusetts was to pass the first such 
Act regarding anatomy when it even- 
tually allowed bodies which had been 
executed or killed in duels to be studied. 

Being a doctor in that time period also 
required side line occupations if a full 
living was to be made, as many oc- 
cupations were in higher esteem and in 
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higher value than that of doctor. A 
doctor practicing in the Colonies would 
be surprised to find that “locum tenen” 
doctors of this modern era can demand 
full expenses as well as $250 to $1000 per 
day. In Colonial times the doctors made 
their own medicines and the charge to 
travel to see a patient of less than a mile 
distant rated only a shilling {13,5<t) with a 
shilling for each additional mile. But 
granted, the training and licensing seen 
between the two time periods is equally 
different. 

Doctor Samuel Higley was to turn to 
blacksmithing and metallurgy as his 
outside interest and it was this motiva- 
tion which finally determined his 
numismatic fame. 

Higley, Family Man & Blacksmith 

According to the following record 
held in Westfield, Massachusetts, it was 
during this sametimethatSamuel Higley 
took a wife: “September 19, 1719 Mr. 
Samuel Higley and Abigail Beman had 
their names with their intentions of 
marriage given to me and entered in 
order to publication on the day above 
stated.”® The couple made their home in 
Simsbury with their first house called 
“Vineyard Notch” on a map of 1728 -29. 
(By 1896 this house was reduced to a few 
stones near some apple trees.) Three 
children would be born to Samuel and 
Abigail — Jonathan in 1721, Annie in 
1726, and a second daughter in 1733. 

It was at this home that Samuel first 
began his serious pursuits involving 
metallurgy and blacksmithing, and it 
wasn’t long before he began to experi- 
ment with making steel. Though there 
had been a number of attempts at 
producing steel in the Colonies prior to 
Higley's, most of these operations had 
been clandestine due to stringent British 
laws. Higley’s effort was apparently one 
of the first to be licensed. 

No doubt fuel which later helped 
ignite the fire of revolution were these 
oppressive British laws which prevented 
any form of manufacturing in the 
Colonies. The British understood that 
the erection of manufacturing facilities 
such as slitting mills, forges and furnaces 
for the production of iron and steel

would only lessen the Colonies’ 
dependence on the Mother Country, 
and so prohibited almost any effort 
toward such independent development. 

However, with Joseph Dewey of 
Hebron, Connecticut, Higley applied to 
the General Assembly in 1727 for a 
patent, which he was granted in 1728 for 
the purpose of manufacturing steel fora 
period of ten years. Some of the 
products of this endeavor have been 
uncovered in Turkey Hills and surround- 
ing areas, and pronounced a "good 
article. ”10 

The Higley Mine 

It was during that same year of 1728 
that Samuel finally obtained the land 
which put the Higley name in the 
numismatic history book. Samuel, who 
seemed to have gained much insight 
into landownership through his steady 
acquisition of land (his father's, his 
brother’s, and land gained when the 
Association settlement was made), made 
one of his largest individual purchases 
on July 29, 1728 when he obtained 143 
acres adjacent to property he already 
owned. He received the deed from 
William Dement of Enfield, 
Massachusetts, and paid "ye sum of five 
hundred pounds currant in New 
England money” for the three following 
parcels of land involved in the transac- 
tion: 

“1st Parcell, marsh or medow land and 
ten acres of upland originally granted to 
Mr. Simon Wolcott by Town meeting 
August 21, 1761, laid out January 1, 1674.” 
This total acreage was estimated atabout40 
acres “on or near unto ye East Mountain 
toward that part of ye town called Turkey 
Hills.” This became the Higley copper mine 
from which Higley took pure copper and 
made his tokens. 

The "2nd Parcell’ was 13 acres at the 
“westward ly end of a lot granted to Captain 
John Higley.” Some of his father's land was 
sold but Samuel must have had his eye on 
this portion as he built his first house on the 
mountain. 

The “3rd Parcell” was a "mile in length 
and 45'rods in width bounded northerly by 
ye road that crosses ye mountain.” This plot 
later became the site of the second house 
that Samuel built in 1730-1734. It must have 
been quite an object of pride, this house. 


for he was now well into the blacksmith 
trade and in building this home made all 
the nails, iron hinges, and finishing 
wrought iron pieces on his own forge. 
Unfortunately nothing of the house 
remains today. 

In regards to the acquisition of the 
copper mine in the 1st parcel, it is 
questionable if the mine was worked 
before Higley purchased it, and if so to 
what extent. We suspect it may have 
been worked under the Association 
agreement as it was only a mile or so 
from the Newgate mine. Indians may 
also have used the copper from the area 
and that would be based on historical 
evidence of the Indian usage of the 
copper in the Lake Superior area in 
prehistoric times. 

This copper mine that Higley pur- 
chased was to be associated with the Hig- 
ley name for more than one hundred and 
sixty years. Originally it was located in 
the township of Simsbury a subdivision 
of the town. In 1786 a new part, which 
included the mine, was called Granby. 
This was further subdivided in 1858 with 
the name East Granby. Calling the Higley 
coppers by the name of Granby coppers 
has miffed the Higley family for 
generations, as the town of Granby did 
not come into existence until after all of 
the copper tokens had been made and 
used in the Simsbury district. 

Some of the copper from the Higley 
mine came out in pure chunks and it was 
this type of copper that Samuel used for 
his tokens. Most of the earth in his mine 
produced a yield of 30 to 40 percent 
copper with the average estimated at 12 
percent. The latter figure was based on a 
survey made on the site in 1870. 

The Higley mine was abandoned, as 
far as operations are concerned, in 1831 
with the last working of the mine under 
the supervision of Richard Bacon. The 
depression in those days, plus the cost of 
smelting and refining ore which was in 
competition with the pure copper 
product from Lake Superior, combined 
in the closing of the operation. One 
shaft, of the two used in the mine, still 
existed in 1892 and measured about 
twenty feet. Pieces and chunks of 
copper can be kicked up in the area

according to modern researchers. In fact 
a piece of the copper from the mine — 
overlooked by Higley — was shown to 
the author in his research. 

Shortly after obtaining the copper- 
producing area, Samuel Higley, the 
physician-blacksmith, entered into 
another field — token production. 
Higley had been his own teacher in the 
art of blacksmithing, and now that he 
had an open source of material, it was a 
logical step into the world of design and 
production of his own copper pieces. 
Hoping to circumvent the problem of 
insufficient small change in his area, he 
created one of the first unauthorized 
copper pieces in the Colonies as well as 
the establishment of the first private 
mine and mint. 

Higley Coppers 

Higley coppers have been confusing 
since collectors firstfound out about the 
pieces. The coppers will probably re- 
main mysteries as they became scarce in 
their own time. Most current collectors 
are satisfied that the original pieces were 
made from five obverse dies and three 
reverse dies, however, as I will show 
later, variations can increase this estima- 
tion. The dies used have never been 
traced nor has the technique of Higley 
ever been revealed. 

Higley coppers were produced in 1737 
and 1739 as those pieces have appeared 
and are known. It is possible that Higley 
may have produced coppers as early as 
1729 but no pieces have ever surfaced to 
back up the idea. As for the 1739 issues 
there is also some confusion. They may 
have been produced from Samuel 
Higley dies, but the pieces were made by 
his brother, John, jr. aided by Rev. 
Timothy Woodbridge and William 
Cradock. 

Thus far only one issue has appeared 
with no date but there are claims that 
as many as three issues may have been 
produced with no date. None of the 
other designs have appeared with no 
date. In those days in the Colonies it 
was not unusual for goldsmiths to use 
any sort of pure copper in alloying gold, 
and many of the Higley coppers must 
have gone this melting route. 


Through the courtesy of A Guide 
Book of United States Coins by R. S. 
Yeoman, published by Whitman 
Publishing Company, Inc., Racine, 
Wisconsin, we are able to give the 
descriptions of the most common 
designs used on the Higley coppers; 

Obversel: Deer design without Roman III 
under the deer. THE VALUE OF THREE PENCE 
surrounding design. Reverse A: CONNEC- 
TICUT 1737, surrounding three crowned 
hammers. 

Obverse 1: Same as above. Reverse B: I AM 
GOOD COPPER surrounding three crowned 
hammers. 

Obverse 2: Deer design with Roman III 
under the deer. VALUE ME AS YOU PLEASE 
surrounding design. Reverse B: Same as 
above. 

Obverse 3: Deer design with Roman III 
under the deer. VALUE ME AS YOU PLEASE 
surrounding design. Reverse B: Same as 
above. 

Obverse 3: Same as above. Reverse C: 
Legend J CUT MY WAY THROUGH sur- 
rounding a broad axe design. No date shown. 

Obverse 3: Same as above. Reverse D: J 
CUT MY WAY THROUGH surrounding broad 
axe with 1739 date. 

Obverse 4: Central design of a wheel 
surrounded by legend, THE WHEEL GOES

This last piece, a unique one, is in the 
collection at the Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. The experts on such things are split 
as to the authenticity of this particular 
piece. Some claim it is a genuine Higley 
copper while others seem to feel that 
the piece was re-engraved on a genuine 
Higley copper at some later date. The 
complete Higley series is riddled by 
unanswered questions and it is not 
surprising tofind such a copper involved 
in controversy. 

Including the “wheele" variety the 
Higley coppers seem to have produced 
four basic obverse designs with enough 
variations to raise the die total to at least 
seven obverse dies. The basic reverse 
designs amount to four with one varia- 
tion noted in all of these years to 
produce the idea that only five reverse 
dies were used by the makers of the 
pieces. 

Oldtimers in the hobby didn’t seem to 
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be as perplexed with variations of letters 
in designs as are newer collectors. The 
use of V in place of U and the J in place of 
I as well as other little variations were 
probably the result of design whim 
rather than any other reason. The 
' Roman alphabet didn’t have J and U and 
a number of designers take this into 
consideration when they design legends 
which use Roman letters. Designers' 
whims has probably caused more confu- 
sion with coin and token legends than 
any other element of variation. There is 
no way for us to determine what Higley 
had in mind when he designed his 
pieces. 

The Death of Samuel Higley 
and the Demise of Higley Coppers. 

The death of Samuel Higley was a 
direct result of the British actions in 
regard to manufacturing in the 
Colonies. In May of 1737 Samuel Higley 
was on his way to England with a load of 
ore for processing when the ship was 
lost at sea. He was fifty at the time but his 
actual birthday as well as his deathdate 
will never be known, and so ended the 
life of a man who could enter his own 
mine, select his copper, strike his own 
tokens and then spend them in the local 
tavern. A truly unique historical 
character. 

Upon the death of Samuel Higley his 
will was produced as it had been ex- 
ecuted on January 30, 1734. His wife was 
named as the executor of the estate. He 
left his wife, “all of my moveable estate 
to dispose forever (except my books, my 
chymical tools & white faced hefier 
which I shall give to my children). I also 
give her the improvement of all my lands 
and mines if she continues my widow 
until my son Jonathan comes to the age 
of 21 and to have improvement of one 
half until my daughter comes to the age 
of sixteen &c.’'i3 

A long listing of estate inventory was 
made and recorded which we have no 
need of here. No specific mention of the 
dies used for the coppers was made in 
the will. This could lead to speculation 
that Samuel had not made dies for his 
coppers prior to January 1734, the date 
of the will. On the other hand the dies 




may have been part of “all my moveable 
estate.” 

Immediately after his death in 1737 it 
has been supposed that John Higley, Jr., a 
brother of Samuel, along with Rev. 
Timothy Woodbridge and William 
Cradock operated the mine as well as 
the striking of the coppers. From this 
point forward in time the confusion in 
the history of the Higley coppers rapidly 
multiplies. 

The last Higley issues were made in 
1739 by John, Jr. with his two friends. A 
lot of speculation has been made as to 
why the 1739 was the last issue, but times 
were changing and that probably was 
one of the best reasons for stopping the 
issues. 

English, Copper, Tin and Bronze Coins 
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in the British Museum edited by C. 
Wilson Peck brings up some interesting 
information about counterfeiting coins. 
The act of counterfeiting was con- 
sidered a misdemeanor and incurred 
only slight penalties up to about 1740. If 
counterfeiting was not considered to be 
very bad for copper coins then the 
production of tokens must have been 
treated in a smaller light, even though 
the British did not like the issues. 

We suspect the crackdown of the 
British stopped the Higley tokens after 
1739. One strong point to consider in 
this light was the Royal Currency Order 
issued by the Crown on August 5, 1740. 
This went to all of the governors of the 
Colonies — “Enforce the Royal 
demands or be removed from office.”’^ 
The directive was principally directed 
toward paper money and generally this 
order proved to be as ineffective as 
previous orders on the same subject, but 
it may have put an end to the continua- 
tion of Higley coppers. British 
merchants and creditors suffered losses 
as a result of the depreciation of 
Colonial currency, and the Crown 
seemed to be in a constant state of 
issuing Royal Proclamations forbidding 
or restricting currency. 

It is very doubtful if Samuel Higley was 
ignorant of the laws of the time. The first 
press in Connecticut went into action in 
1709 for the sake of the government. 
Timothy Green was the printer and his 
works consisted of Acts and Laws of His 
Majestie's Colony of Connecticut in 
New England, which he continued until 
1750.15 

Some sources state that H igley tried to 
get Connecticut to legalize his mine 
and failed but that the wide acceptance 
of his pieces prevented any official 
action against him. No such record of 
this attempt to obtain official permission 
to produce his tokens has been found. 

After Samuel Higley died at sea and 
probably after the 1739 coppers had run 
their course, a lawyer named John Read 
made an application to the Connecticut 
General Assembly for aid in securing a 
right of coi nage from the Royal Govern- 
ment. Governor Talcott of Connecticut 
may or may not have been in on the idea 


but at any rate he did receive personal 
letters from Read on the subject. Read 
wished “to procure the king’s patent for 
the coinage of copper money from 
metal produced from the native ores of 
the state.’’i5 

The Read correspondence wouldn’t 
be of much interest to collectors if he 
hadn’t mentioned some of the 
characters we’ve already been in- 
troduced to. He made the statement: 
"Such as I shall join with me, if any body 
do join with me, and to bear entire loss 
as well as to receive entire profits ac- 
cruing from the enterprise.’’ He further 
intimated that the old men of the copper 
issues, John Higley, Jr. as well as Rev. 
Timothy Woodbridge and William 
Cradock were i nvol ved i n the operation. 
They evidently were the “such as I shall 
join with me,’’ quote from Read. The 
petition, however, was never submitted 
to England as it was a known fact that it 
would have met with failure. 

Tales, Legends, and Stories 

...Value Me As You Please 

Many credit John Higley Jr. with the 
production of the Higley coppers but 
most of the stories seem to be about 
Samuel Higley. It probably is correct to 
assume that Samuel Higley produced 
the first dies and probably passed his 
own coppers. Sam uel may have made all 
of the die varieties credited to the Higley 
coppers but without evidence of more 
undated pieces it doesn’t seem that 
Samuel could have produced all of the 
pieces prior to May 1737 when he was 
lost at sea. Samuel would have been very 
busy between January and May of 1737 
to make the quantity of coppers claimed 
for him. At the same time it might be 
possible that he made very few, in spite 
of stories to the contrary. 

One of the most popular tales about 
Samuel Higley is in reference to his trips 
to the local tavern. By tradition he 
produced his tokens with the “three 
pence legend,’’ which was the price of 
the local libation. By rumor or fact it is 
then stated that the tavern became 
overstocked with his “three pence 
coppers,” and complaints were made to 
Samuel. 
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In the space of a longer time than 
usual for Samuel's visits it is said that he 
returned with the “Value Me As You 
Please” coppers. This allowed him to 
pass them to the tavern owner at the 
original rate and then allowed the tavern 
keeper to pass them at any rate. That is 
one way the story goes. 

After searching through a lot of Higley 
information one statement seemed to 
be more confusing than any others. That 
was in reference to the value of the 
coppers at the time they were being 
used. One of the references I ran across 
was frequently quoted. Phelps in his 
History of the Copper Mines of Granby 
mentions that “the coin is said to have 
passed for two and six pence, (forty-two 
cents), in paper currency it is presumed, 
though composed chiefly, if not entire- 
ly, of copper.” 

Regardless of the many stories that 
have been told about Higley changing 
the legend on his pieces from “The 
Value of Three Pence” to “Value Me As 
You Please," it seems the real reason for 
the change was the degradation of 
Colonial paper currency. Samuel Higley 
started out with coppers valued at three 
pence and soon found that his coppers 
rated with Colonial paper at nearly three 
shillings — at least they passed for “two 
and six pence.” He therefore continued 
to make his tokens with the Roman 
numeral III and you could then “value 
me as you please.” In other words he 
invited the user to use them at three 
pence or three shillings. 

There is no question abut his tokens 
being underweight and they weighed in 
a range of 120 to 170 grains but averaged 
155 grains. They were light in weight for 
coppers in the eyes of the British 
Crown. 

Anyone would agree that a dozen 
reasons could be conjured for the 
change of the legends on the coppers. 

... / Am Good Copper 

Samuel may have had wind of some 
action that the Colony of New York was 
about to take and did take in 1737. “Each 
person on board ship landing in New 
York could bring in an allowable 



amount of coppers,”''® which amounted 
to about 10 shillings in actual value. 

The New York action took place 
because of a variety of copper pieces 
being carried into the Colony. They 
ranged from official coins to unofficial 
tokens, such as Higley pieces or the 
Elephant tokens of the Carolinas of 1694, 
both of the latter highly questionable as 
exchange pieces. They also received the 
1701 Massachusetts tin and brass 
merchants pieces, and private coppers 
from England as well as the Rosa 
Americana pieces of William Wood. 

To take all doubt out of the value of his 
coppers we think Samuel Higley had to 
say “I Am Good Copper,” in response to 
the policy of the restricting of coppers. 
Although Samuel died in 1737, the date 
of the New York action, we assume that 
he knew about the turn of events well in 
advance of actual passage, probably 
through one of his many tavern visits. 

For Samuel’s visits to the local tavern 
were well in keeping with the times. The 
tavern was an exchange house for the 
news of the time and a center for social 
activity, particularly when strangers 
were passing through. No local 
newspaper existed at the time. In fact 
Connecticut did not have a newspaper 
until January 1, 1755 (eighteen years 
after Samuel drowned at sea), when the 
Connecticut Gazette edited by John 
Holt made its appearance. 

... An 1800 Affair 

One Higley copper was cause for a 
lawsuit in 1859-1860. A house in Suffield, 
Connecticut was in the process of being 
torn down when a Higley copper was 
found. The man who tore down the 
house, George Williston, figured the 
copper to be his. The previous owner, 
Chaucy Eno Viets, also claimed the 
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copper and figured itwasonlyon loan to 
Williston. 

Viets went to court with his claim and 
the whole case was solved by the Justice 
of the Peace, Thomas Cushman. The 
decision determined that the copper 
could be kept by the finder, Williston, 
but that he had to pay Viets the going 
rate for the token plus the court costs. 
The going rate at that time was $50. 
Values today are 200 to 400 times that $50 
price tag. Which copper that happens to 
be at the current time is unknown, but it 
probably could be traced. 

... Chasing For Dies 

Chasing through the short history of 
Jonathan Higley, the only son of Samuel, 
we find that he had little interest in his 
father's affairs, but his death became a 
coincidence in the Higley family as 
recorded by his brother-in-law. 
“Brother Jonathan was drowned in 
attempting to swim across ye river with 
his frock on. Att Alderman’s canoe place 
on ye 8th July and was taken up about 6 
days after on a small island in neigh ye 
saw-mill ye island about 3 or 4 miles 
down ye river.”’* The year was 1777 and 
the river was the Farmington in Connec- 
ticut. The strange coincidence is the fact 
that he, as well as his father, was fifty 
years old when killed by drowning. 

John Higley, Jr., Samuel’s brother who 
briefly continued the issue of Higley 
coppers, left no information that can be 
located about the dies for the coinage of 
the coppers. John, Jr. was born in Wind- 
sor, Connecticut on March 16, 1673 and 
he died December 1, 1741 (two years 
after the last issue of the Higley 
coppers). He remained a bachelor all of 
his life and his estate went to Brewster 
Higley, Sr. who by legacy received most 
of his other brother’s property. 

Brewster was born in 1680 (?) and died 
November 5, 1760. In his listing of 
property no mention can be found 
about coppers or dies. His most out- 
standing piece of estate was a human 
skeleton, which was quite unusual for 
that period of time. 

None of the wills mentioned anything 
about the dies and it is quite possible 
that they were retained by Cradock or 


Woodbridge and left the Higley family. 
In those days it is doubtful if they placed 
any importance upon the keeping of 
such things. It would be a fantastic find 
if they were buried someplace in the 
archives of the old Collegiate School or 
as they say today Yale University. It 
would be a logical place to put the 
belongings of Woodbridge as he was a 
founder of the school. 

Higley Coppers Today 

The scarcity of the Higley coppers — 
authorized by public acceptance in 
Simsbury, Connecticut — has created a 
demand for the coppers which in turn 
has increased the market value of the 
tokens. The coppers are scarce for 
several reasons, one of which was the 
practice of using the copper for other 
purposes. Another, lesser known 
reason, would have been the export of 
the pieces to England. It has been claim- 
ed that many of the coppers went to 
England and were used over there as 
tokens. Verification of this idea has not 
been made. The Higley coppers have 
not become scarce in recent years but 
were scarce before the American 
Revolution, well within fifty years after 
they were produced. 

Two recent auctions have highlighted 
the scarcity factor as the coppers 
brought in big bids. Bowers and Ruddy 
carried an 1737 Higley piece listed as lot 
number 23 in their May 14-15, 1976 
auction catalog.^* It is one of three 
known specimens with the same design, 
the other two pieces are frozen in 
collections. One is in the Connecticut 
State Library Collection and the other is 
in the collection of Colonial authority 
Eric Newman. The auctioned piece was 
knocked down for $20,000. Another 
auction on May 26, 1976, had Stack’s 
listed lot number 136 as an undated 
Higley copper — deer design with an 
axe on the reverse. That one went for 
$ 11 , 000 . 

Conclusions 

While in the process of writing this 
paper conclusions have been reversed 
several times. Each bit of additional 
information, right or wrong, seemed to 
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make the end result different, which 
probably indicates that either I just 
couldn't make up my mind or else I was 
determined to retain an open one. 

There seems no reason to doubt the 
fact that Dr. Samuel Higley made the 
initial dies for the coppers. It is also a fact 
that he must have used his own coppers. 
The problem is one of dates. Samuel 
Higley died in May, 1737 which would 
give him little time to produce all of the 
variations noted with his coppers. Crash 
programs were almost unknown in 
those days. 

If John Higley, Jr. made the pieces 
after the death of Samuel then it would 
be reasonable to expect to find 1738 
pieces. John, Jr. and his associates must 
have used Samuel’s dies to produce 1737 
pieces in that year as well as in 1738. They 
changed the date, or made a new die, in 
1739, but with the limited varieties of the 
token they probably did not make or use 
many of the coppers. These last three 
men who issued the pieces probably 
also harpooned their own efforts when 
they backed John Read in a move to 
legalize issues. 

Another theory has Samuel Higley 
making and using undated coppers with 
the known designs, and after his death 
the John, Jr. associates changed the 


undated pieces to 1737 pieces. That 
particular idea is a possibility, but seems 
unlikely. 

The one controversial design in the 
whole series is the undated copper with 
the wheel design. Thus far the evidence 
seems to be with the experts that deny 
the piece. The best compromise for the 
piece could be the declaration that the 
side with the "J Cut My Way Through” is 
a genuine strike from a Higley, but the 

heel design was struck over the 
original at some later date. We didn’t 
find any historical evidence that the 
wheel design came from the workshop 
of Higley, but at any rate this piece 
appears the most interesting piece in 
the series. 

The story of Samuel Higley and his 
coppers is still a sketchy one, full of 
loopholes and questions. But no matter. 
His coppers hold a singular place in the 
history of American numismatics, a 
place where serious scholars can take a 
second to laugh with this individual who 
produced his own money to suit his own 
needs. For perhaps it is Dr. Higley 
himself who set the tone for his ac- 
complishments as well as for those of us 
who study his coppers when he suc- 
cinctly stated: “Value Me As You 
Please'.”

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■ There are two beautiful medals that 
depict an early American hero who 
adopted a new surname after he com- 
mitted a murder. Until he was 26 years of 
age, his full name was John Paul. The 
medals of the Revolutionary War naval 
hero carry the name we know: John Paul 
Jones. 

■ The National Banking Act of February 
25, 1863, provided that the names of 
banks organized under its provisions 
were subject to the approval of the 
Comptroller of theCurrency. Apparent- 
ly the first Comptroller, Hugh Mc- 
Culloch, decided that such names must 
include the word “National.” In any 
case, all of them did include “National” 
with one exception: The Bank of North 
America, it being the first incorporated 
bank (1781) in the country. Its notes are 
very scarce to rare collector’s items 
today. 

Some unusual and even strange bank 
names appear in the records. Many 
towns and cities had a First National 
Bank, and at least two large cities got up 
to a Tenth National Bank. Among the 
puzzling names are the First and Second 
National Bank and Trust Company of 
Oswego, N.Y.; Fourth and First National 
Bank of Nashville, Tenn.; First-Second 
National Bank of Akron, Ohio; and the 
Fifth-Third National Bank of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. An amusing one is the Toy 
National Bank of Sioux City, Iowa. 

Well, this could go on and on, but 
remember the one national bank that 


was privileged to omit “National” from 
its historic name. Unfortunately it did 
not issue the small size national notes 
because early in 1923, at the age of 141 
years, it was liquidated. 

■ In the minds of some readers this 
vignette may set a record for being 
uninteresting or downright boring. To 
me it is neither, because I like statistics 
regarding matters that concern me. 

ANA member R-3003 is Raymond A. 
Wiley who, as of the end of our 1975-76 
fiscal year, held the distinction of having 
the lowest regular number on the 
membership roll. Mr. Wiley receives his 
50-Year Medal this year and so becomes 
a Golden Member with no dues 
payments hereafter. It is singular that he 
joined as a "student,” has never had an 
address change, and has paid his dues 
punctually each year — his card has 
been untouched in the files for half a 
century! Of thosewhoheld membership 
numbers below 10,000 (joined in 1944 or 
earlier), 635 were still dues paying 
members as of May 31. 

Of course, some who became 
members in the 1-9999 series have long 
since converted to life membership 
status. LM41, Hugh Brickert (1936, when 
the fee was $50), is the lowest individual 
number still on the mailing list of the 
1938 that have been enrolled as life 
members. It is significant that the 
average age of those who became life 
members recently is 9 years less than of 
those of the 1922-47 vintage. 

■ Among the curious coins that have 
been issued must be included the 1906 
Romanian 100 lei depicting the same 
person on both sides: King Carol as he 
appeared in 1866 and King Carol as he 
appeared in his 40th year of reign in 
1906. Then there are several Albanian 
coins of 1926 and 1927 that depict 
(President) Amet Zogu, and others 
eleven years later showing him as (King) 
Zog I.

It is twilight in Colorado Springs and to the west the sky above the 
mountains is ablaze with a fiery wash of red-orange and purple light. The 
mountains have become a black silhouette across tne sky, while to the east 
the light's reflection softens nature's canvas with willowy wisps of pink and 
lavender. 

Leaving ANA headquarters, a young student steps out into the balmy 
evening air, making his way back across the Colorado College campus to his 
room in Loomis Hall.

Nearly every state in the union was 
represented in the 116 students who 
attended the Eighth Annual Summer 
Seminar of the American Numismatic 
Association, thanks to a special 
Bicentennial Essay Contest sponsored by 
the Franklin Mint for youths age 12-17.

willingly giving up their holiday 
weekend to help make the sale and 
seminar a success. Inside the museum 
vault, where space will eventually be 
converted for further museum exhibits, 
tables and tables of books were set up 
marked with various pricing tags from 
10<t to $5.

envelopes he held containing a 
Colorado token. All heads raced 
downward and twenty lucky persons 
came forward to claim another special 
momento of Colorado history. 

Adna Wilde spoke next, adding ad- 
ditional clarity to Bill’s introduction by 
outlining the growth of Private 
Territorial Mints, in their principal role 
as assayer in the new frontier, and in the 
role their issues played in furnishing a 
medium for standard exchange. Third 
speaker on the agenda. Pearl Crabb, 
brought a change of subject as she gave 
her talk on the Story of Elongates, 
followed by Frank Grover who conclud- 
ed the forum with the story of B. Max 
Mehl, famed numismatist-dealer. 
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classes were held all day Monday 
through Wednesday with some ad- 
ditional classes meeting on Thursday 
and Friday at the discretion of instruc- 
tors. Six subjects were offered this year. 
The ever popular Detection of Altered 
and Counterfeit Coins, taught by 
Charles Hoskins, director of the ANA's 
Certification Service, John Hunter, 
ANACS staff member, and Ed 
Fleischmann of Coin World, reached its 
capacity early in the pre-enrollment as 
dealers and advanced numismatists an- 
ticipate this class from year to year. 
Another increasingly, popular class, 
taught by California numismatist Dr. Sol 
Taylor, is Coin Grading, which also 
captured the interest of a majority of our 
young scholarship winners. Both of 
these classes were greatly aided and 
enhanced by the lab equipment and 
facilities furnished by Colorado College 
which allowed the Counterfeiting class 
the use of microscopes to distinguish the 
essential characteristics of genuine vs. 
counterfeit pieces, and the Gradi ng class 
the means for experimentation to 
realize methods of artificially toning and 
upgrading coins. 

Three introductory courses handled 
the needs of students with newly 
developed interests in numismatics. For 
several of the Franklin Mint scholarship 
winners, this meant Ed Rochette’s 
Introduction to Coin Collecting, a 
general overview of the entire hobby 
and what it has to offer. Every specialty 
was briefly covered — ancient, medieval 
and modern coins, U.S. and foreign 
issues, paper money, tokens and medals, 
odd and curious — by viewing 
specimens either on exhibit in the ANA 
museum, in the vault, or in our slide 
library. Students were introduced to the 
ANA library and the host of numismatic 
books, magazines, and newspapers 
which are available as resources. These 
and other means of pursuing the hobby 
were studied as part of a discussion on 
how to make the hobby most interesting 
for each individual collector. Ancient 
Coins, taught by Harlan Berk and Ed 
Waddell, and Ken Bressett’s Coinage of 
Colonial America before 1792, rounded 


out the introductory courses for those 
with more specific interests in the field. 

Coin Photography, the sixth course 
and probably the most technical 
offered, requires knowledge and use of 
a camera prior to enrollment. Under the 
supervision of David Heise of Krause 
Publications, photographers learned the 
special lighting and care required to 
shoot the visual characteristics of 
medallic numismatic objects, an art of 
which even most professional 
photographers are unaware. 

Wednesday morning classes were 
suspended so that everyone could at- 
tend a special lecture given this year by 
Hildreth Frost, chief assayer of the 
Denver Mint. Here was a truly 
knowledgeable look at the principals 
under which the U.S. Mint operates, as 
Frost explained the emphasis placed on 
quality control in all aspects of coin 
production. The greatest care is taken to 
meet the high assay standards which the 
Mint has established, and because of this 
private industry frequently seeks outthe 
Mint for ore assaying. Frost offered 
valuable insight into the minting 
process, and background for those who 
would visit the Denver Mint in the days 
ahead. That afternoon he joined the 
Counterfeiting class to answer questions 
students might have formed and to 
speak further on the part rfietallurgy 
plays in counterfeit detection. 

Following the intensity of all day 
classes, Thursday and Friday of the 
seminar week are reserved for field trips 
to points of numismatic interest in the 
Colorado Springs area. The first, a half- 
day journey by, bus up to the Denver 
Mint and back, allows ANA seminar 
participants a special on-the-floor tour 
of these national minting facilities, a tour 
unavailable to the general public. 
Through a special arrangement 
developed by the ANA this group, with 
its obvious special interest in coin 
production, is given safety glasses and 
led through the steps involved from 
blanking to bagging. A special treat 
which has recently been added to the 
tour is a stop at the die vault where

seminarians are actually allowed to han- 
dle a coining die. 

Security is naturally very high on this 
tour, as mint officials are aware that 
numismatists not only appreciate this 
exposure more than most, but that 
numismatists also know the value of 
mint rejects more than most. Guards 
accompany each small group as they 
were guided along, concerned mainly 
with the confiscation of samples. 
However, even without the watchful eye 
of the guards, every individual must go 
through a metal detection device before 
he is allowed to leave the inner sanctum 
of the Mint. Once everyone has check- 
ed out the group heads for the Mint’s 
sales room where purchases can be 
made of proof sets, Mint medals, the 
National Bicentennial Medal, and Mint 
souvenirs. 

If you’re lucky enough to be on the 
morning field trip to Denver, you may 
even have time to sightsee a bit. Follow- 
ing the mint tour, the morning group 
heads to the park to eat their sack 
lunches and waitforthe bus. Depending 
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on how quickly the tour has concluded, 
many students find time to explore the 
State House across the street, visit the 
nearby Cold and Silver Coin Exchange, 
or even venture out for a lunch on the 
town. This year several young 
numismatists just happened to be at the 
state house as Governor Richard Lamm 
was making an exit, and so had the 
additional adventure of seeing up-close 
the Governor of Colorado. 

The second field trip is an all dayjaunt 
into the mountains to the valley that 
holds Cripple Creek and Victor, 
Colorado, an area rich in its history of 
gold mines, instant wealth, and towns 
that appeared overnight and dis- 
appeared just as quickly. Riding on this 
bus as narrator was the ANA’s very own 
storyteller of Colorado numismatic 
history. Bill Henderson, ANA treasurer

and long-time resident of Colorado 
Springs. What might seem like only an 
old house or a crumbling railroad track, 
or even just the barest remains of several 
structures could, through the extensive 
historical knowledge of our narrator, 
come alive once again into the mansion 
of an instant millionaire, the bustling 
railroad which carried ore from the gold 
fields to the new mint in Denver, and the 
bustling town of Goldfield or In- 
dependence.

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For the entire hour and 40 minute 
drive to the Cripple Creek area. Bill fills 
in the history which went with the 
landscape we passed. . . Colorado 
College, where Bill himself attended 
and which celebrated its centennial only 
2 years ago, making it nearly as old as the 
town itself. . . Nearby the home of j.J. 
Hagerman who helped build the great 
Midland Terminal Railway, the remains 
of which Bill will point out all along the 
way to Cripple Creek, crawling up and 
down the sides of mountain passes. . . 
The west side of Colorado Springs, nam- 
ed Colorado City until it was annexed to 
the Springs in 1917, site for various ore 
processing plants whose buildings still 
remain standing — the Golden Cycle 
Mill, the Portland Mill, the Standard 
Reduction Works — all leading to tales 
of characters and events in the past . . . 
Manitou Springs, now a principal tourist 
attraction, once a gathering place for 
Ute Indians who believed that the 
springs there had medicinal and spiritual 
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powers. Through Ute Pass, and past the 
towns of Cascade, Chipita Park, Green 
Mountain Falls, and Woodland Park, Bill 
shows the ever present signs of the 
Midland Railroad, Cripple Creek’s vital 
link with the outside world. As we near 
the town he speaks more of its history, 
and points out the scars across the land 
which mark man’s eager search to find

gold by burrowing into the earth. Over 
there is the site of Poverty Gulch, an 
ironic name in that five millionaires 
drew their fortunes from the area, and 
over there is the C.O.D. mine which first 
brought fame to Spencer Penrose, a 
character who not only spices many tales 
of Cripple Creek but also helped finance 
the development of Colorado Springs. 

There is much to explore in Cripple 
Creek and students are left on their own 
to roam the shops, look in on the 
museum which wasoriginallythetown’s 
railroad station, and make the 
traditional visit to Joe Lukas’ coin shop. 
Treasures and Trivia. Joe, who has 
become a legend in his own ti me, seems 
ageless, and always has something in his 
shop to delight everyone's collecting 
fancies. 

Following lunch, the group joins with 
the bus again for the journey back. 
Before leaving town, however. Bill 
heads for Myers Ave., famous “red light 
district,’’ and points out the Homestead, 
once the leading house of ill-repute and 
now a museum. In nearby Victor, he 
refers to two other famous homes, the 


one of well known journalist Lowell 
Thomas who began his career on the 
Victor Record, and the second belong- 
ing to Joseph Lesher of Lesher Dollar 
fame. Surrounding Victor were once 
numerous boom towns... Elktown, 
Anaconda . . . and the nearby Portland 
Mine, the largest producer in the Crip- 
ple Creek area with over $66 million 
dollars withdrawn from its depths. The 
wealth of those gold veins may have 
been spent years ago, but for those who 
wish to see it, the wealth of a fascinating 
history remains to be found in Cripple 
Creek. 

Classes and field trips more than kept 
everyone at the seminar occupied dur- 
ing the day, but there were still those 
evenings after dinner in the cafeteria to 
fill. Fortunately the close proximity of 
the Colorado College campus, ANA 
headquarters, and the Colorado Springs 
Fine Arts Center, allowed students to 
take advantage of a diverse range of 
additional activities. The most dedicated 
scholars had the use of the ANA library 
and museum available to them from 6-9 
p.m. with a library staff person on hand

to assist throughout the seminar week. 
For those stiff from sitting in class or on 
the bus all day, there was frisbee or 
volleyball ongoing somewhere on the 
campus lawn, or the more cooling activi- 
ty of a swim over at Schlessman Pool. 
Students had access to all college 
facilities while on campus. 

For those seeking quieter, more 
cultured pursuits, there were the two 
one-act operas of the Colorado Opera 
Festival, Gianni Schicchi and The 
Soldier’s Tale, or summer repertory 
theatre at the Fine Arts Center featuring 
The King and I and Dames at Sea. 
Thursday night, through the coopera- 
tion of Adna Wilde, director of the 


Pioneer's Museum, a group of in- 
terested students toured that facility, 
and numerous small groups chose to 
forego the cafeteria chow for at least 
one evening to venture out for dinner 
on the town. The adults frequented jose 
Muldoon's, a popular drink and dining 
establishment with a casual Mexican 
environment, while those of younger 
years found the Italian food at 
Giuseppe’s, located in the old railway 
depot, to be a favorite. 

But all good things must come to an 
end, and Saturday morning found all 
seminarians gathered once again, this 
time for a final farewell. Glen Smedley

Students and wives, faculty and 
ANA staff, all left this last meeting to go 
their separate ways, most to homes 
hundreds of miles apart. But all took 
home the memory of this time together 
in the beautiful shadow of the Rocky 
Mountains, where they enjoyed the 
numismatic comradeship of those who 
understand this strange affection for 
collecting coins.

False Gothic Crowns of 1847 


As the tenth anniversary of the reign of Great Britain’s Queen Victoria approached, 
William Wyon, the London Mint’s Chief Engraver since 1828, was called on to produce 
a new effigy of the Queen for a special issue of the silver crown. Another engraver, W. 


Dyce, prepared the reverse for the coin. 

William Wyon, perhaps the most 
talented member of the famed Wyon 
family which dominated British coin and 
medal engraving through most of the 
nineteenth century, had joinedtheLon- 
don Mint in 1816. He engraved the 
attractive youthful head of Queen Vic- 
toria which first appeared on the British 


coinage of 1838. This portrait was also 
used on postage stamps of the Victorian 
period. 

The 1847 Crown he and Dyce created 
was a masterpiece. It became known as 
the “Gothic” crown due to the Gothic or 
“black letter” style of the legends on 
obverse, reverse, and edge. Wyon and 


1847 Gothic'Crown 
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Dyce used the lettering style developed 
in the monasteries of the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries ... the same style 
used on Gutenberg's first printing press. 

The Gothic crown has long been a 
favored showpiece in any collection of 
coins of Great Britain. The price of these 
crowns extends into the four-figure 
range today, and counterfeiters are tak- 
ing advantage of this great profit margin. 

The first false Gothic Crowns came to 
ANACS’s attention in 1974, although 
they may have been produced as much 
as two to three years earlier. They are of 
proper weight and fineness, and their 
design and texture are quite appealing 
to all but the most discriminating eyes. 


The differences between the genuine 
and counterfeit Gothic Crowns are sub- 
tle. The texture of Queen Victoria’s neck 
is relatively smooth on genuine pieces, 
but is more sandy on the forgeries. The 
braid of hair which loops around Vic- 
toria’s ear is less clearly defined on 
counterfeits, and the edge on the 
forgery is slightly concave. Genuine 
Gothic crowns have a flat, lettered or 
plain edge. 

These counterfeits are prevalent in 
both Great Britain and the United States. 
During the past two years eight Gothic 
Crowns have been examined by 
ANACS. Six were forgeries and two were 
genuine. 


New Added Mintmarks On Half Dollars 


As the price of popular mintmarked 
U.S. coins continues to rise, coin alterers 
are given new opportunities to defraud 
the numismatic public. Uncirculated 
1935-S and 1937-D half dollars are sold 
for $300 to $425, whereas their 
Philadelphia Mint counterparts are 
valued at $30 to $35. This price differen- 
tial is most adequate to cover the cost of 
casting, soldering and chasing a mint- 
mark onto a coin and selling the altered 
piece for a supposedly "bargain” price, 
with a hefty profit included. 

In June ANACS received two half 
dollars with added mintmarks as shown 
here. These are the first 1935 and 1937 
half dollars we’ve found to be altered. 

When buying any coin valued at $100 
or more the possibility that the mint- 
mark has been added (or removed), or 
that the date has been altered, should be 
considered. (Such alterations have been 
seen on even less expensive coins.) 
While the chance of buying an altered 
coin for less than $50 is relatively small, if 
the owner or prospective buyer suspects 
an alteration the coin should be sent to 
ANACS for microscopic examination 
and other tests.

ANACS Questions and Answers 

Q. T wo years ago you certified my Canadian 1912 five dollar gold piece. I'm ready to 
sell it, but I've lost the certificate. Will you issue a duplicate? 

A. ANACS has examined over 26,000 coins and issued certificates on almost 20,000, 
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so people who have misplaced their certificates ask for duplicates every week. The 
procedure is simple. 

First, send ANACS a letter explaining why you need a duplicate certificate and 
giving all known details about the disappearance of the original. Enclose $1 to cover 
photographic printing and postage. 

ANACS records will be checked. If all is clearly in order a new certificate will be 
prepared and sent to you. If in our judgement it is necessary for us to obtain more 
information or to examine the coin again to insure that it is the piece which was 
originally submitted, we will advise you. ANACS will pay all postage expenses if we ask 
that you return the coin for confirmation. 


Stowe Medal Added To Hall of Fame Series 



“The little woman who started the Big War!” 

That was what Abraham Lincoln called Harriet Beecher Stowe, author of "Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” 
the famous novel which bitterly attacked slavery in 1852. Within five years it sold half a million 
copies in the United States. It was also in great demand in England, and eventually was translated 
into at least 23 languages. 

A medal honoring Harriet Beecher Stowe has been issued by the Hall of Fame for Great 
Americans in New York City as part of a series of medals commemorating each of the immortals 
enshrined there. 

The medal was minted by the Medallic Art Company from a design by Michael Lantz, noted 
artist and former president of the National Sculpture Society. The medal bears a sensitive portrait 
of Harriet Beecher Stowe sculptured in high bas-relief. On the reverse is the moving figure of a 
freed slave girl, who is lifting her arms to the heavens, looking toward a bright future; in the 
background are the whip and chains from which she has been unshackled. 

The Harriet Beecher Stowe medal was struck in both silver and bronze editions. Bronze medals 
are available in a 3 inch size at $12.50, and in a1 3/4 inch size at $5. Silver medals (.999+ fine silver) 
are 1 3/4 inches in size and sell for $37.50. The silver medals are serially numbered and limited in 
issue to only 7,500 pieces. 

The medal, the 94th in the continuing Hall of Fame series, is available at the coin departments 
of leading department stores throughout the country, or may be ordered direct from the 
distributor.

FEATURING FAKES 


Coupled with the romance of the derring-do days in the West Indies, the 
numismatic history of the Caribbean always excites interest It also is a lure which 
continues to swindle a flock of interested but uninformed collectors. 

From eight o’clock that Friday morning in August 1492 when Cristobal Colon 
(whose name somehow became translated into "Christopher Columbus") headed for 
what his press agent promised would be a round-the-world cruise, the western 
hemisphere was destined to depend upon the coinage of the crown of Spain. 

Although later the Danes, the Dutch, English, French, and the Portugese took over 
parts of the New World, the silver and gold coins of Colonial Spain dominated most 
commerce, as most of the European colonizing nations paid little attention to the 
need of their colonies for coins. Spain, it seems, filled that vacuum. 

For those of you unfamiliar with Colonial Spain’s denominations of her coins, the 
Spanish silver dollar was the "real de a ocho” which the English dubbed the "piece-of- 
eight” or "8 reales.” Spain’s smaller silver coins were the "4 reales” (50 cents), the "2 
reales" (25 cents), the “one real" (12 1/2 cents), and the “half-real” (6 1/4 cents). 

When small change was big money . . . 

Although 50 cents won’t buy much at the supermarket today, what we now call 
"small change” bought quite a lot two centuries ago. Remember that there still was a 
need for even a fourth-of-a-cent coin, the farthing, in the Engl ish market place early in 
this century, when men in this country were working a day of ten hours for $1 and $2. 

The Spanish "small change” seldom left a community, but the “dollar” moved 
around the world. Thus the West Indies saw lots of the 8-reales, but rarely saw any of 
the smaller Spanish coins which were needed in local trade. To fill that need in local 
business, various West Indies islands began cutting the Spanish dollar into smaller 
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pieces, the smallest usually being the pie-shaped eighth which the English called a 
“bit.” One such "bit” is shown above. Pictured there also is a "two bits” (25 cents, or 2 
reales), and a "four bits” (50 cents, or 4 reales) cut from a Colonial Spanish “real de a 
ocho.” 

“Buy the book before you buy the coin . . 

Before you buy your first “cut” coin, though, buy a copy of “Part 3, West Indies, The 
Coins of The British Commonwealth of Nations,” by Major Fred Pridmore. If you 
don’t buy that book, then please don’t buy any “cuf ’ pieces, because the odds are 
heavy that you’ll buy a modern forgery, against which Major Pridmore warns over and 
over again! 

In fact, from Washington, D.C., now comes word that an Illinois collector has filed a 
complaint with the Federal Trade Commission that some Texas lad has been slicing up 
8-reales coins and allegedly making his own “1-bit" pieces ... but forgetting to stamp 
COPY on his product as required bytheHobby Protection Act. The complaint charges 
that a genuine but almost non-collectible grade of “pillar dollar" which scarcely 
would bring five bucks retail, when cut into eight “1 -bit” pieces at $7.00 each, brings 
in $56.00 ... a tidy little profit for three minutes at the cutting blade! 

The non-coliector “mark” . . . 

At the top of this page is a "Colonial Spanish” pillar dollar, manufactured in 
Southeast Asia within the past eight years. Then, Tm told, this piece was flown to 
Florida where it was “aged" chemically, and thereafter masqueraded as a coin 
recovered from a Spanish treasure ship sunk some three centuries ago. 

Quite a few persons (who knew nothing about coin collecting) have been attracted 
by heady tales of recovered sunken treasure, and have paid truly fantastic prices for 
such supposedly recovered treasure. Recently some of those trusting souls have 
begun trying to get their money out of their “investments.” One, a Michigan doctor, 
just last month wrote that he’s still been unable to cash in on his “gem.” 

But hope springs eternal in the human breast ... especially if there's a tale of 
treasure-trove wrapped around the “investment" . . . and most of the “investors” still 
expect to recover their money. 

But I hope they don’t recover it by unloading their “treasure” on any ANA 
Member!

DIRECTIONS

In several recent Museum Directions columns, reference has been made to the 
stages through which a medal passes, from the original sketches of the designer to a 
finished product. We have seen prize winning sketches submitted for the 1976 ANA 
Convention medal, plaster models submitted by the designers, and lead squeezes or 
trial pieces which are submitted to the designers for final adjustments and approval 
prior to the hardening of the dies. Then, especially for high relief medals, there 
follows an interesting process seldom seen but of increasing importance. 



Art medals or those with high relief 
are struck not once, but several times. 
Each successive striking allows for fine 
adjustments in the dies, pressure, 
variations in medals and alloys and so 
forth. More obvious, however, is the 
dramatic developments of the relief of 
the medal and the fine details. Two 
process or progress sets now in your 
ANA museum well illustrate this 
development. One set, the work of 
Medallic Art Company and donated by 
the Official Medal Committee, shows 
the progress of the official inaugural 
medal for President Gerald R. Ford. 

The second set, donated by The 
Lindbergh Historical Club, is in very high 
relief and illustrates the process with 


dramatic clarity. The blank planchet has 
a slight convexity and the first impres- 
sion leaves the legend and the bulk of 
the detail, although the face is almost 
totally lacking in definition; successive 
strikes strengthen the lettering and 
bring out the finely sculptured details of 
Lindbergh’s helmet and facial features. 
Note particularly the cleft of the chin 
and the point of the nose. In this series, 
as in most, the final specimen is given a 
specific finish, partly as a means to 
enhance the medal in terms of visual 
impact. 

The Lindbergh Club donation was 
accompanied by a handsome leather 
wall plaque on which is mounted a 
finished medal as well as a reproduction 
of the cirigi nal map used by Lindbergh in 
his historical flight across the Atlantic. 
The original map, 3 feet in length and 
2 1/2 feet high, and bearing the 
handwritten notations and observations 
made by Lindbergh during the flight, is 
now preserved in the Smithsonian In- 
stitution.

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For low relief medals, far less demand- 
ing procedures and criteria are nor- 
mally established. At the graduation 
ceremonies for the 1976 Summer 
Seminar your museum was presented 
with set number 3 of the official 
Pikes Peak or Bust by '76 
Centennial / Bicentennial medal. The 
set, consisting of bronze, silver and gold 
plated medals is not only of local in- 
terest, but also national inasmuch as 



Colorado was the only state to have 
entered the Union in its centennial year, 
1876. 

Reproduction of tokens, too, involves 
many of the same processes. FHowever, 
the designs of a piece are often directly 
engraved into the steel of a die, rather 
than being drawn from a hub. Long John 
Silvers, an area fast food chain, is 
currently giving away fantasy 
"Doubloons" as a promotion. Thanks to 
the foresight of Headquarters 
employee, Mary Ann Ridings, we now 
have a complete set of eight doubloons. 
Struck of aluminum and bearing a com- 
mon obverse of a ship under sail and the 
date 1754 beneath it, the reverse bears 
the portraits of legendary pirates. 

Then, there are tokens that do not 
require dies at all. From the celebrated 
Robert T. Herdegen collection is an ex- 
ample Hudson Bay Company token. 
Letter or number punches, used in- 
dividually orin combinations, were used 
to incuse or impress the desired legend 
and figures in the planchet. The 
denominations tend to be of cent and 
dollars, the large square “1 ” indicates an 
equivalence to one white fox.

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Declaration of Independence Commemorative 




The Declaration of Independence Bicentennial Com- 
memorative Medal has recently been issued by The 
American Bicentennial Commemorative Society. Honoring 
the 200th Anniversary of the Birth of the United States of 
America, the medal marks only the 16th commemorative 
issued by the Society. 

Designed and sculptured by Abram Belskie — one of the 
deans of American medallic sculpture — the obverse of the 
Declaration of Independence Bicentennial Commemorative 
shows Thomas Jefferson and his committee presenting the 
Declaration to John Hancock. The reverse features a sym- 
bolic eagle and the Philadelphia State House (now In- 
dependence Hall), where the historic document was signed. 

The American Bicentennial Commemorative Society is 
dedicated to honori ng the men and events that contributed 
to American independence 200 years ago, through the 
issuance of high quality, limited edition commemorative 
medals. The Society will issue one new commemorative 
medal each month throughout the Bicentennial era, and one 
proof of each commemorative will be minted in silver or 
bronze exclusively for each member of the Society. The 
original issue price of each sterling silver proof is $15, 
while the bronze proofs are priced at $9 each. A total of 
76 medals will be issued in all.

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Masonic Chapter Pennies 





The Freemasons are a fraternal organization originating in medieval times, and as 
their name indicates they were first a craftsman's group made up of those who 
practiced the trade of masonry. However, in later years the group became more open 
as to membership qualifications. 

Their first tokens were used for the purpose of identification as their profession at 
that time necessitated extensive travel. As they traveled, their tokens of identification 
enabled them to obtain shelter and food at the various lodges and hostelries. Little is 
known of the early Masonic tokens. 

Freemasonry organizations were introduced into the United States in the early part 
of the 18th century. In 1734, Benjamin Franklin, age 28, was elected grandmaster of the 
Masons in Pennsylvania and he later reprinted the standard European work on the 
Masons entitled “The Constitution of the Free Masons" by Anderson. There were 
about 6,000 Masons at that time along the Atlantic seaboard, mostly in small chapters 
of 15 members. 

The Masonic chapter pennies are not scarce or rare. However, they are difficult to 
obtain as they are cherished by the owners and most of the trading and selling is 
confined to that done between Masons. The most common variety is divided into 3 
parts by 2 circles on the obverse. The outer circle gives the name of the lodge and its 
city location; the middle circle gives the date of the charter grant; the inner circle 
gives the denomination “One Penny." The reverse has a keystone with the letters 
H.T.W.S.T.K.S.S., which is the mark of the ancient Grandmaster. 

Later varieties sometimes bear the bust of prominent men of history or Masonry and 
often show buildings or scenery. Other varieties are imitations of the Hebrew shekel 
or half shekel. Metal contents vary and although gold issues are rare, one may find 
silver, copper, brass, aluminum, iron or mixed metal chapter tokens. 

Perhaps the most readily available source of information concerning the history of 
the Freemasons is the encyclopedia. (We used the Brittanica.) However, for 
information concerning U. S. Masonic Chapter Pennies you may borrow the 
following references from the ANA library (use limited to members);

The Medallic Art Company of Danbury, Conn., is planning to strike a high relief miniature 
medal collection depicting all of the nation’s Presidents, including the winner of this November’s 
election. 

The 38 medal collection would feature miniature portraits, 3/4 inches in diameter, of 
Presidents Washington through Nixon by the late Ralph Menconi, legendary sculptor of 
Presidents,and of President Ford, by Rolf Beck, of Narrowsberg,N.Y., whose own works closely 
resemble Menconi’s style. Beck, son of Germany’s famous portrait and landscape artist. Curt 
Beck, will also create the final medal — either the White House, if President Ford is re-elected, or 
the 39th President. 

Despite the tremendous reduction in size, the miniature medals retain all of the details of 
Menconi’s lifelike portraits of the Presidents that were issued some years ago as a 1 1/4 inch size 
medal series and gained him international acclaim. 

The 38 miniature medal collection includes a free double-door jeweler’s chest and an 
engraved plate individually inscribed with the name of each collector. A deluxe, cloth-bound 
edition of "The Presidents of the United States,’’ official publication of The White House 
Historical Association, is also included with each subscription. The authoritative book contains 
full page, full color White House portraits of every President. 

The miniature medals, all with an antique patina finish, are available in a solid 18 kt. gold 
edition that is limited to 500 sets at $95 per medal.

UNITED KINGDOM — Royal Mint Reviews 1975 Production 

During the year under review, the Royal Mint produced some 1671 million coins, 
almost all of which were struck at Llantrisant. Tower Hill concentrated on the 
manufacture of sovereigns, coinage blanks, official and commercial medals and the 
production of embossing seals and revenue dies until the transfer of the remaining 
production operations at the end of October. 

Coinage for overseas governments accounted for nearly 49% of the year’s total 
production. In addition, some 458 million coins for export were struck by sub- 
contractors worki ng under Royal Mint supervision. Countries and territories to which 
coins have been supplied include:

The sculpture of the Coat of Arms on the reverse as well as the design of the 
obverse are the work of the well-known Italian artist Dr. E.Galoppi, professor of art at 
the University of Florence.

The Numismatic Ambassador Award 
was established by Numismatic News in 
1974 to annually recognize several out- 
standing people from coast to coast 
whose extraordinary leadership 
abilities, devotion, sincerity, patience, 
perseverance and an ability to get things 
done have contributed greatly to the 
coin hobby's development. The News is 
one of five periodicals in the coin and 
antique car collecting fields published 
by Krause Publications. 

The Numismatic Ambassador Award 
honor roll is a large wall mounted 
plaque treated in the style of the in- 
dividual plaques presented to each 
recipient. It carries a dedicatory inscrip- 
tion — Flonored for Dedicated, Selfless 
Devotion to Coin Collecting Goals — 
and individually engraved plates bear- 
ing the name of each recipient, along 
with the date and city of presentation. 

Unveiling of the perpetual honor roll 
of ambassadors was the opening event 
in a day long program of activities 
marking the official dedication of 
Krause Publications’ new office building 
and production facility. Established in 
lola 24 years ago, the firm is the coin 


hobby’s foremost periodical publisher 
with an audience of more than 400,000. 

Twelve of 23 past recipients of the 
Numismatic Ambassador Award were 
present for the unveiling ceremony. 
They included Charles Colver of Covina, 
Calif., who on April 20, 1974, became the 
first recipient, and Fred Glatt of 
Anchorage, Alaska, who on May 12 was 
the most recent named. Other past 
recipients were present from 
Massachussets, New York, New Jersey, 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin. 

Following dedication of the honor 
roll, the 24th award and the first 
presented in lola, was extended to Gor- 
don Greene, who had assisted Krause 
Publications president Chester L. Krause 
in the unveiling. Hailing from Anaheim, 
Calif., Greene is a long-time, outstand- 
ing collector and exhibitor of Lincoln 
numismatic mementos, and an 
enthusiastic worker for organized 
numismatics throughout Southern 
California. 

The surprise presentation to Greene, 
who produces the Numismatic Am- 
bassador program awards for 
Numismatic News, was witnessed by 
more than a hundred hobby dignitaries.

Numismatic Croup Forms in Pakistan 

The first numismatic society to be 
formed in Pakistan was founded on June 
23rd at a meeting in Islamabad, the 
capital of Pakistan, under the chair- 
manship of M. Yusuf Buch, Special Assis- 
tant to Prime Minister Zulfikar AM Bhut- 
to. 

The idea for the Society was first 
proposed last January in a lecture in 
Islamabad by William Spengler, U.S. 
Counsel General in Lahore and a promi- 
nent American numismatist. Mr. 
Spengler, who was declared a “founder 
member" of the Numismatic Society of 
Pakistan, completed his assignment in 
Lahore as Consul General on June 25th 
and returned to the United States. 

At this first meeting, the Society 
agreed to invite Prime Minister Bhutto 
to be its patron. It also named Mr. Buch 
as its president and Dr. Dani as chairman 
of its executive committee. Plans dis- 
cussed at the meeting included the 
publication of an annual journal, es- 
tablishment of a coin cabinet, and for- 


mation of a numismatic library. 

In his inaugural speech, Mr. Buch 
noted that Pakistan has a rich history as 
indicated by the coins of the region. He 
regretted that proper attention had not 
been paid to numismatics since the 
country was founded, but now “we are 
determined to fill the gap,” he said. Mr. 
Buch paid tribute to Mr. Spengler for 
suggesting the formation of the Society, 
and said it should welcome participation 
in its membership by numismatists from 
other countries. 

Inquiries about membership in the 
Society should be addressed to Begum 
Mumtaz Rashdi, Secretary, The 
Numismatic Society of Pakistan, Pakistan 
National Center, Islamabad. The annual 
membership fees adopted arff: 20 
rupees in Pakistan, £ 2 in Europe, $5 in 
the Western Hemisphere, Australia and 
New Zealand, and an equivalent of 30 
Pakistan rupees in other countries. Life 
and institutional memberships will also 
be available. The journal will be sent free 
to all members. 
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Founding of San Francisco Bicentennial Medal 



The 200th anniversary of both the founding of San Francisco and the Declaration of 
Independence has been commemorated with the release of an official limited edition 
bicentennial medal. Created by Spero Amargyros, the issue notes that seven days before the 
Declaration was adopted in Philadelphia, some 200 Spanish settlers ended a nine month trek 
from Mexico to establish what is today San Francisco. 

The obverse of the official medal depicts the Mission de San Francisco, now Mission Dolores, 
founded by the Franciscans in 1776; and the Golden Cate Bridge, the engineering marvel that 
gained international acclaim as the first bridge built across the mouth of a major ocean harbor. 

The reverse design commemorates the U.S. Bicentennial and features the Liberty Bell and the 
official logo of San Francisco Twin Bicentennial, Inc. 

Individual medals are being sold through participating banks in San Francisco as a non-profit, 
public service. All of the medals are also available by mail from the official medalists, Medallic Art 
Company, Old Ridgebury Rd., Danbury, CT 06810. 

The solid 18 kt. gold edition of the high relief medal, 1 inch in diameter, is limited to 1000 
individually numbered specimens, with an antique patina finish, and available at $250. The .999 
fine silver edition of the 21/2 inch high relief medal is limited to 5000specimens,with an antique 
patina finish, at $80, and the 11/2 inch pure silver medal, with a proof-quality finish, is limited to 
10,000 specimens at $25. 

Antique bronze medals are available in a 2 1/2 inch high relief at$12.50, along withal 1/2 inch 
coin-relief available at $3, both in editions to be determined by demand through Dec. 31, 1976. 

Collectors ordering by mail should add $1.50 for insurance, postage and handling for each 
medal

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The sculpture of 14 designers of U.S. coinage will be featured in "A Century of American 
Sculpture: The Medallic Art Collection/' August 24-September 17, at the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society Gallery, 52nd Sjtreet and Avenue of the Americas, New York City. The 
exhibition, planned to coincide with the 85th Anniversary American Numismatic Association 
Convention, will consist of 100 works by 59 prominent 19th and 20th century American sculptors 
— all drawn from The Medallic Art Company Collection. 

William T. Louth, chairman of the board of the 75-year-old art medalist firm, said the exhibition 
will mark the first public showing of the extensive private collection initiated by Clyde Trees, 
former company president, 50 years ago. "Working closely with America's premier sculptors, 
over the years, enabled us to be in a unique position to acquire reduaion models of monumental 
works,castings of limited edition sculpture,as well as direct purchase of sculptures that today 
rank as classics in American art,” Louth explained. 

The exhibition will also include representative bas relief sculptor's models and art medals 
created by the various sculptors for the Society of Medalists, the nation's oldest and most 
distinguished organization for the advancement of American sculpture and the medallic arts. 

The golden era of U.S. coinage, 1907-16, in which nine new coin designs appeared, is 
represented in the exhibition by Augustus Saint-Caudens, Victor D. Brenner, James Earle Fraser, 
Adolph A. Weinman and Hermon A. MacNeil. 

Saint-Caudens, who sparked the renaissance with his famous $20 and $10 gold pieces created 
under an executive order from President Theodore Roosevelt, is represented in the exhibition 
with a bronze reduction of his famous “The Puritan," the heroic work in Springfield, Mass., 
which won the Grand Prix at the 1900 Paris Exposition. Also included is his seldom seen Nikh- 
Eiphnh portrait bust, a study for his 1903 equestrian statue of Gen. Sherman in Central Park, New 
York City. 

Brenner, who created the Lincoln cent in 1909, is represented in the exhibition with his pensive 
bronze portrait of Lincoln. 

Also of interest is Fraser's poignant "End of theTrail,” his most famous work and "the symbol of 
the total defeat of the Indian by the white man.” The 18 ft. high heroic "Trail” statue was 
exhibited at the Pan-Pacific Exposition, San Francisco, in 1915. Fraser's seldom seen portrait bust 
of Mr. Delano, is also included in the exhibition along with his 1952 Pony Express medal for The 
Society of Medalists. 

The retrospective also includes the best known Indian portrait bust by Weinman, creator of the 
Mercury head dime and the Walking Liberty half dollar. The sensitive portrait of Ogalalla Chief 
Blackbird contrasts greatly with Weinman's later period sports figures of a golfer and a baseball 
pitcher, both included in the exhibition. 

Typical of the American Indian sculpture for which MacNeil, creator of the 1916 Standing 
Liberty quarter, was best known arehisChief of the Multnomah Tribe, “Primitive Chant to Great 
Spirit” (his first Indian sculpture), and "Returning to the Snakers” all featured in the exhibition. 

Other medallic designers whose works can be viewed include Robert Aitken, Chester Beach, 
Gutzon Borglum, Jo Davidson, Cyrus Dallin, Anthony DeFrancisci, Danjel Chester French, 
Gertrude Lathrop, and Frederick MacMonnies. The exhibition will be open weekdays from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Admission is free.
